The  Lawrence  High  School  was  founded  116  years  ago.  It  moved  to 
its  present  location  in  1900  when  the  "old  building”  was  constructed  at 
the  corner  of  Lawrence  and  Haverhill  streets.  The  rising  population  of 
the  city  and  subsequent  increasing  enrollment  soon  taxed  the  capacity  of 
the  building  and  in  1924  the  James  D.  Horne  annex  was  opened  to  pro¬ 
vide  adequate  classroom  space.  While  there  have  been  no  additional  build¬ 
ings  constructed  since  that  time,  rennovations  have  kept  pace  with  the 
changing  times. 

Science  laboratories  have  been  remodeled  and  an  audio-visual  room 
constructed  to  insure  up-to-date  facilities  for  those  in  attendance.
